Five Gold Medals 


I f there were any remaining 
doubt that Southwest Mississippi 
Community College was a force to 
be reckoned with in the world of 
community/junior college track and 
field, it was wiped away at the NJCAA 
Outdoor Championships at Hutchinson 
(KS) Community College. The Bears 
and Lady Bears combined to win gold 
medals in five events as well as a silver 
and two bronze medals. 

Southwest was led by Auburn 
University-signee Sheniqua Ferguson. 
For the second year in a row, Ferguson 
won the national championships in the 
100 and 200 meter dashes. Her times 
were 11.48 in the 100 and 23.54 in 
the 200. She also ran the final leg of 
the 4x100 relay as the Lady Bears 
took gold in that event with a time of 
44.43. Ferguson was also named an 
All-American for her golds and for the 
second year in a row, was named the 
women's championship MVP. 

Rebecca Alexander took first place 
and was named All-American in the 
400 meter dash with a time of 53.17. 
She also picked up a gold as part of 
the 4x100 squad and was second to 
Ferguson in the 200 with a time of 
23.90, picking up All-American honors 
in those events as well. Also running in 
the 4x100, and named All-American, 
were Krystal Bodie and Taneisha 
Baker. Baker was named an Honorable 
Mention All-American with her bronze 
medal in the 200 with a time of 23.93. 
Kori Taylor, All-American ran in the 
4x100 meter race. 


On the men's side, Jamal Wilson 
won the gold medal and received All- 
American honors, in the high jump with 
a leap of 6' 10 3/4." Woodrow Randall 
took the bronze, and an Honorable 
Mention All-American award, with a 
time of 10.30 in the 100 meter dash. 

In addition to the medal winners, 
Southwest had several other Top Ten 
finishes on the men's side. Andrew 
Hughes finished fifth in the pole vault, 
Antoine Guice seventh in the 400 
meter dash, Tyler Alexander fourth in 
the 100 and Gregory Hunt fifth in the 
200. The men's 4x400 team finished 
sixth. Also advancing to the finals of 
their events were Bodie (100 meter 
hurdles), Ramon Crockett (long jump) 
and the men's 4x 100 team which took 
the bronze medal. Southwest coaches 
were James Williams, Charlie Floyd, 
Victor Montgomery, and Trinity 
Williams.

Carey 
Lee, Assistant Vice President 
of CTE states, “During 
economic downturns, skills 
are more important than 
ever.

For example, 

Southwest is home to a 
unique program called Well 
Construction Technology 
which is the only degree 
well drilling program in the 
United States.

T he track and field season got started on January 22, 
2010, at the Purple Tiger Classic at LSU. Southwest had 
a combined total of 11 men and women to qualify for the 
NJCAA National Championships in six events and brought 
home eight top three finishers in the process. 

In the women’s 200 meters, Rebecca Alexander qualified 
for Nationals with her first-place time of 25.26. Dinesha 
Bean came in second with a qualifying time of 25.66 while 
Adrianna Hill’s 26.48 was good for third place. Bean, with 
a time of 8.71, and Kacey Elphage both qualified in the 60 
meter hurdles. 

In the men’s 200 meters, Spenser Williams qualified for 
Nationals with a first-place time of 22.18. Teammates Kevin 


Jones and Dominique Hubert finished second and third with 
times of22.39 and 22.50, respectively. The Bears also finished 
1-2-3 in the 400 meters with Xavier McGhee taking top 
honors with a qualifying time of 50.07. Antoine Guice came 
in second with a time of 50.73 while Reanaldo Claiborne’s 
54.61 was good for the third spot. A third-place time of 6.72 
in the men’s 60 meter dash was good enough to qualify Tyler 
Alexander for Nationals. Hubert, Woodrow Randall, and 
Williams also qualified in the same event. Harrison Hollier, 
Pierre Darisme, and Bradley Hines were also qualifiers for 
Nationals. The Bears started the season the way they hope to 
finish the season— by winning.
